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Sweet Clover the Most Economical Pasture 
Crop 


By E. S. SAVAGE, Cornell University 


use for a crop that was at one 

time considered a_ serious weed. 
Sweet clover is finding great favor as 
a pasture crop all over the country. In 
the Breeders’ Gazette of June 10, 1926, 
Col. Fred M. Woods has this to say: 

“If there is a farmer who doubts that 
sweet Clover is the best, cheapest and 
surest pasture+crop (in Nebraska at 
least), if he will come to Lincoln I'll 
change his mind or pay his expenses 
for the trip. 

“My sons have 2,200 acres of farm 
land 20 miles north of Lincoln. I 
visited one of the farms of 800 acres 
this morning. Cyrus A. Tow, the old 
lowa Hereford man, is in charge of this 
tract. It is awfully dry in this part of 
Nebraska, and I expected to see none 
but burned-up pastures; in fact, all the 
pastures other than sweet clover are 
burned up, there being practically no 
feed at all, but I found a sweet clover 
pasture of 140 acres carrying 251 Here- 
fords, and 90 per cent of them are fat 
enough for beef. In addition to the 251 
cattle, were 15 mares, and my honest 
judgment is that 50 head more stock 

..could not keep it down. On over half 
of the pasture the clover stands a foot to 2 feet high. 

“We have had no rain, worth mentioning, for 6 weeks 
to 2 months. Sweet clover does not have the long tap 
root that alfalfa has, and yet in this hot sun it is green 
and fresh. 

“And just think, 251 cattle and 15 mares on 140 acres of 
pasture! I wish every farmer in Nebraska and Kansas 
could come and see for himself.” 

Experience in New York 

When the editor of the World, Mr. Prescott, asked me 
to write this article he said that I should give my own 
experience in the summer of 1926. 

In the spring of 1925 I decided with my father to give 
Sweet clover pasture a trial. Pastures in Ithaca dry up 
about July 15 and we have to scratch pretty hard to get 
grass and green stuff for the cows. I think that August 
and September are the two hardest months of the year in 
which to feed cows. Sweet clover pasture handled right 
will make it possible to feed them better these dry months. 

We had a four acre field well fenced that we thought 
would make a good night pasture for our small milking 
herd of 13 cows and we decided on that for the experi- 
ment.

because we believe that sweet clover 
needs a lot of lime. We also put on 
about 600 lbs. of acid phosphate to the 
acre. 

We seeded then to peas, oats and 
barley for grain, one bushel of early 
oats, one bushel of Alpha two-rowed 
barley and one-half bushel of Canadian 
field peas to the acre. With this grain 
we put on sixteen pounds of scarified 
sweet clover seed to the acre. 

In the fall of 1925 we cut the peas, 


plowed in 
heavy clay 


of 1925 we put on 3 
the acre 


oats and barley for grain and then 
turned some young calves on to pasture 
the sweet clover lightly. You cannot 


depend much on this first season’s fall 
pasture after grain. Sweet clover is a 
biennial and the first season it is doing 
most of its growing under ground. It 
is forming a thickened stalk under 
ground and storing up food to send out 
a number of shoots the second year. 

The first year it sends up from the 
seed one shoot, a single stem, and we 
mustn’t pasture this stem off too close 
after grain because we want the roots to grow. Therefore, 
we must make yp our minds in advance that we are going 
to get only one year’s pasture and that we will get it the 
second year. 

In the spring of 1926 it didn’t look as if there was a 
thing on the piece. I thought we had better plow it up, 
but we left it alone to see what would happen. And it 
happened the second week in May. I never saw any crop 
grow the way that sweet clover grew. 

On June 3, 1926, it was about 12 inches high and we 
turned 13 cows on the four acres night and day. They in- 
creased in production but couldn’t keep it down. So on 
June 15, 1926, we turned 14 head of young and dry stock 
in with the cows and the four acres carried the 27 head 
night and day until June 25. We then took out the young 
and dry stock entirely and put them in their regular 
pasture. The cows we then ran in another pasture days, 
but put them on the 4 acres at night all the rest of the 
summer and I consider that they held up in milk wonder- 
fully well because of this sweet clover night pasture. 

Carrying Capacity 

This experience will give an idea of the carrying 

capacity of sweet clover pasture. The important thing I 
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think is to have stock enough available during June to 
keep the sweet clover pasture down. You cannot let it 
get away and go to seed. This is a real difficulty I know 
because it means that the carrying capacity is not uniform. 
It is highest in June and drops down in July, August and 
September. This presents a little problem in management 
that is very important. I want to repeat again and em- 
phasize it strongly that the June pasture must be kept 
down so that the plant will be compelled to branch out and 
grow new shoots to make the good feed in July, August 
and September. 


Variety of Sweet Clover 


The variety of sweet clover to grow is the biennial 
white blossom variety. It is leafier than the biennial 
yellow blossom variety. The annual white blossom variety 
known as Hubam is not advised. 


Culture and Seeding 

The cultural and seeding needs of sweet clover may be 
summarized: 

1. Good soil, well drained. 

2. Plenty of lime. Have your farm bureau agent tell 
you about this. The fact that sweet clover grows wild in 
cuts and along the road doesn’t mean that it will grow 
well in the field alongside. In the cut and along the road 
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the subsoil rich.in lime has been turned up. You must 
make your field rich in lime. 

3. Fair seed bed preparation. 

4. If seeded on wheat in winter before February the 
unscarified seed may be used. After February 15th on 
wheat the scarified seed must be used. 

With spring grain sow the scarified seed at the regular 
time in the regular way that you sow your grass seed. 

5. Inoculation. Sweet clover and alfalfa take the same 
bacterial inoculation. You can get the bacteria from your 
college of agriculture. In New York it costs 25 cents per 
can. One can is sufficient to inoculate 30 pounds of sweet 
clover or alfalfa seed. Therefore the cost is only about 
12% cents per acre. You cannot afford to take a chance 
when this expense is so small. It will take only a few 
minutes to inoculate several bushels of seed. Do. not be 
surprised if your college of agriculture should send you 
cans of bacteria culture marked “alfalfa” for your sweet 
clover because the organism is the same in both Cases. 

6. Nurse crop. Good results can be obtained with 
sweet clover seeded on wheat. he only objection is that 
considerable sweet clover will be gathered with the wheat 
when you get a good stand and that makes it a little diffj- 
cult for the wheat to dry out in the shock. 

Oats and barley or oats, barley and peas make a good 
nurse crop. It is well with spring grains to roll the ground

The Largest Holstein Herd in the World 


By H. W. NORTON, Jr. 


of pure bred Holstein-Friesian cattle in the world. 

These cattle are distributed among 13 of the state 
institutions and when we consider the fact that over 
17,500 inmates are kept in these institutions it is evident 
that a large herd of cattle must be kept to furnish the 
necessary amount of milk for daily consumption. In addi- 
tion to the 17,500 inmates there are 2,500 employees 
making a family of over 20,000 people to be provided for. 
During the past year the Michigan state herds produced 
9,323,959 Ibs. of milk, an average of approximately 26,000 
Ibs. daily or only a little more than one pint per person, 
certainly no over supply, as a very large proportion are 
hospital patients. 

These herds are kept primarily to furnish milk and 
great credit should be given to that farsighted individual 
who selected the Holstein cow as the machine to make the 
milk for these institutions. The Holstein is preeminently 
the institution cow. She will produce more milk than any 
other and Holstein milk is generally accepted by medical 
authorities as especially adapted for use of invalids and 
children as the moderate fat content makes it very easily 
digestible. The calves are strong at birth and the surplus 


TT state of Michigan is the owner of the largest herd 











bulls make excellent veal. The cows, too, make good car- 
casses when it is necessary to dispose of them and the 
beef is used in the institution kitchens. Much of the work 
around the institutions is done by inmate help, a class of 
labor generally of a very inferior nature, and this makes 
it important to have a breed of cattle that do not need 
special care and pampering. None of the breeds are better 
than the Holsteins from this standpoint. Many other 
states, like Michigan, have adopted the Holstein breed for 
their institution herds and are well satisfied with the re- 
sults secured. Keeping the herds at the institutions pro- 
vides labor for the inmates and able bodied men who must 
be confined at our institutions, are much better off both 
mentally and physically when provided with employment 
of some sort. Certainly, nothing could be better for them 
than feeding and caring for a herd of good dairy cows. 
Another good reason, and not the least important, for 
keeping these pure breds is to improve the quality and 
production of the dairy cattle of Michigan and many of 
the breeders of the state are taking advantage of the 
opportunity to secure sires of good breeding from the 
Michigan state herds.

The combined herds of the 13 institutions include over 
1,700 head of cattle of which upwards of 1,500 are pure 
bred registered Holsteins and the balance are high class 
grades. These herds are regularly tuberculin tested under 
state and federal supervision and the last tests show a 
total of 1,708 animals tested and only 3 reactors found, 
which is considerably less than .2 of 1% infection. Some 
of these herds have been established recently but others 
are among the oldest herds in the country. Only pure 
bred Holstein sires have been used in the Pontiac herd 
since 1885 and the Traverse City State Hospital has been 
breeding Holsteins since 1889. Both of these herds have 
been famous for years in Holstein circles and wherever 
Holsteins are kept the names “Pontiac” and “Traverse” 
are well known. 


Many people have 


Mr. A. A. Cortelyou of New Jersey for $1,500. Thus the 
entire purchase price of the 15 foundation females was re- 
covered by the sale of one animal. Pontiac Korndyke, 
purchased from Henry Stevens and Son for $150, stood at 
the head of the herd with Hengerveld De Kol until sold to 
Mr. Dollar of New York for $1,000. No other herd has ever 
had such a combination as these two noted sires, Pontiac 
Korndyke and Hengerveld De Kol who were in service 
together for 6 years in the Pontiac herd. 

The breeding of pure breds was started at the Traverse 
City State Hospital in 1889 with the purchase of one pure 
bred cow and a pure bred sire and pure breds have been 
bred continually since that date, nearly 40 years ago. Four 
of the early herd sires were direct descendants of the 
famous cow, De Kol 2d. These sires included sons of De 
Kol 2nd’s Butter Boy, De Kol 2nd’s Butter Boy 3d and Sar- 
castic Lad and made an excellent foundation for this great 
producing herd. 

Among the famous animals bred in the Traverse herd 
were Changeling, Cadillac Queen and April Denver, sold to 
Fred F. Field, Brockton, Massachusetts, as foundation ani- 

mals of the Dutch- 
land Farms herd. 





the idea. that a great 
deal of money was 
spent in establishing 
these herds, but such 
is not the case. The 
foundation of t he 
Pontiac herd con- 
sisted of 15 cows and 
a bull purchased of 
Henry Stevens and 
Sons of Lacona, New 
York.

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Indiana Breeder Suggests Plan 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

_ It is high time that we as breeders of pure bred Hol- 
steins are doing something progressive in the advance- 
ment of our wonderful breed. Selective registration will 
do this and more, if we as breeders will work out some 
workable plan. 

One thing to be remembered is that we will never 
shoot any higher than we aim, so let us all aim high 
enough, or, in other words, put the standard high enough 
so that only the most progressive breeder could expect 
to gain the highest honors. 

We must not leave the standard so low that every 
scrub breeder with scrub pure breds, that should go over 
the block, would have a chance of winning special honors, 
even if the breeder is a wealthy gentleman farmer. 

But we must give the same consideration to the small 
breeder who uses a bull on a small herd as we give the 
large breeder who might use a bull on one hundred cows 
in one year, so let us use the percentage basis. 

Selective registration would not be necessary for fe- 
males if the right kind of a plan is worked out for males. 
My plan would be to classify males as follows: Class 
A, Class AA, Class AAA. 

Class A: Score 80% at two years of age. Dam must 

have Advanced Registry record of not less than: 
Class A, 600 lbs. fat in 305 days. 700 lbs. in a year 
Class B, 550 Ibs. fat in 305 days, 650 lbs. in a year 
Class C, 500 Ibs. fat in 305 days, 600 lbs. in a year 
No short-time records considered. 

Class AA: This additional A would be given when not 
less than ten offspring over one year of age could 
be scored. No less than 80% of all registered off- 
spring would have to be scored. 

Class AAA: This third and final A would be added only 
when not less than eight daughters or 80% of all 
registered over four years of age have scored over 
75%, have produced in Advanced Registry at least 
700 lbs. fat or mature equivalent, Class A or down 
the scale in other classes, if dam produced over 
that amount. If dam produced 80% of minimum, 
daughter would have to show 10% increase in pro- 
duction. If dam is untested, daughter would have

to produce at least 75% of minimum production. 


Class AAA would, of course, be the highest honor, as 
he would have to be of excellent type and would have to 
sire uniform good type and uniform high production. 
Older bulls now in service could also be recognized by 
giving a letter A for every class they qualified in. 

It can be easily seen that the registration of males 
necessarily brings up the standard of the females as no 
oreeder could afford to breed to them as it would reduce 
the chance of the bull winning honors. 


I do not think the standard is too high. For instance, 
if a daughter was out of an untested cam 75% of mini- 
mum at 2 years would be about 265 lbs. fat in 305 days, 
Class C, up to 490 lbs. fat in Class A. If out of a high 
record dam, then only 80% of daughters would have to 
qualify. Would like to have scoring rules worked out 
similar to Advanced Registry rules, with re-score require- 
ments.

A Missouri Veteran Writes 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I feel very much interested in the debate about selec- 
tive registration and will submit my share to the discus- 
sion. 


For thirty years I had my eyes on good type in stock. 
For twenty years, I tried to improve the type on my Hol- 
steins and always bought my bulls from good herds. I 
have inspected for my own satisfaction a number of the 
best herds in the United States and found my cattle above 
the average type and size. Selective registration is abso- 
lutely essential, but how can it be done to give satisfac- 
tion all around? Suppose the judges use partiality, as 
I so often found at fairs, and admit certain breeders 
to register their stock, while another breeder would be 
turned down. 





Breeders’ Views on Selective Registration 
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Another point is: would there be enough qualifiey 
judges to go around in this whole territory of our Na- 
tional Association? 

In this State of Missouri, we seldom have two breeders 
as neighbors, but more often twenty to thirty miles apart. 
This distance calls for additional expense for registra- 
tion, to which many small breeders would unwillingly give 
their consent. Cow testing associations are impractical 
where the breeders live far apart. 

A government supervision on sires like sO many coun- 
tries in Europe had fifty years ago worked extremely well 
on cattle and horses. 

It will be a long time before the question of type will 
be established on the average breeder A good feeder 
and breeder will improve his stock with feed, care and 
common sense, while poor feed, a wire fence for a shel- 
ter and bad judgment in their tender years will degen- 
erate any kind of stock. My calves will drink whole milk 
for six months and when we wean them are ready for 
anything we offer them to eat, be this dry feed or pas- 
ture. We ought to improve type and color, but we should 
not forget that the public is demanding a-higher fat con- 
tent in milk. It is absolutely true that Holstein milk 
is easily digested and fine for babies, but babies will 
mature and their stomachs will call for more solids. As 
a rule, wholesale milk is now sold by the fat content and 
consequently we pull and handle a lot of water and get 
nothing in return. 

The 7-day test is to blame for many beginners as 
Holstein breeders to buy a bull from a dam with a high 
test that finally proved a failure. I am one of them. I 
am sorry. In my breeding operations of the last forty 
years, I found the cows that give a reasonable amount 
of good milk are always in good condition, fatten easier 
when turned dry and have stronger constitutions. Will 
say that I have no axe to grind and don’t know very 
much about marketing milk, but I know that the cow 
buyers are anxious to learn what per cent of fat they 
can expect in the milk from certain cows. Young breeders 
and beginners are advised to buy bulls from high testing 
ancestors in yearly tests. 

My own experience tells my cows in the C. T. A. 
give 5% milk when they were fresh while the average 
for the year was only 3.4%. Typey stock is always good 
stock. Slopiness is often a sign of poor condition, or 
| might say poor constitution. If a breeder will register 
undesirable stock, it will show in his herd and he will 
suffer the consequencecs that it will hurt his reputation. 
Ex-Governor Hoard used to say if you want to. buy 
good stock look at the breeder. 

The requirements for the Record of Production would 
be a hardship for a little breeder that only uses common 
practices in his dairy operations of feeding and milking, 
while high feed and three to four milkings a day would 
make records easy. A yearly test is the only test in my 
estimation. I never found much value in the fairs of 
stock shows with excessive flesh and care. I heartily 
endorse the articles of Mr. John A. Bell, Jr., A. P. Bige- 
low and George H. Comings, who says, “The present 
dairyman’s cow is the one that makes use of our pas- 
tures.” (Holstein-Friesian World, January 29, 1927). The 
pampered cow is not a dairyman’s cow.

Comment From a Wisconsin Breeder 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I’ve been reading your articles in the Holstein-Friesian 
World and think it is a good way to get the breeders’ 
ideas. As far as I have followed it now, I am very much 
in favor of S T Wood’s idea, and I also believe we have 
plenty of records to indicate the ability of the Holstein 
cow. 

Now to begin with, let’s look back twenty years, when 
the Holstein cow begun to rise to fame and see whether 
this great cow is to blame or whether it’s her records, 
or the association. No, not at all, if I had to say so, it’s 
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- none of it can be proven. 


50 per cent of the breeders of Hol- 
stein cattle that have wrecked the 
fame of this great cow. When she 
pegun to show that she was the great- 
est cow of all breeds for production, 
mostly every man who wished to pro- 
duce milk craved for the Holstein 
cow. And the price went up and so 
did the records, almost far beyond 
what could be expected of a cow’s 
ability and some breeders then could 
not do it straight; they tried to do 
it crooked and that it what put a 
shame and damper on testing. Then 
came the sales and big prices, and 
breeders, not breeders but grafters, 
bought cattle before sales and then 
in the ring put the price way up high, 
far beyond a cow’s value, and peo- 
ple began to believe that the prices 
could not be true, although no doubt 
But all this 
people put together. Breeders began 
to hesitate and study the work of the 
Holstein cow and because she was so 
great and she was in such demand, 
she suffered more than any breed did 
with the crooked work of T. B., 
which is or cannot be done today. Then, 
some of our breeders are very care- 
less with papers, which would almost 
discourage any man who bought pure 
bred cows. I know of a case right 
here now; a dealer bought a bull of 
a breeder and sold it to another 
breeder three years ago. The man 
has calves sired by the bull but he 
has not yet received the papers of 
the bull, and now the dealer has to 
sue that breeder for the papers. Is 
that not enough to discourage a man? 
Our association ought to have field 
men so he could be called on to 
thresh out some of this dope and go 
to sales and see that none of such 
cattle and humbug is pulled off and 
sold that put a shame onto this great 
cow. 

Then, we have so many breeders 
that are in favor of cow testing asso- 
ciation records. How are most of 
them done? One tester sometimes 
sits off at one end of the barn while 
four or five men milking take the 
samples when they bring the milk to 
him. Now we have found men crooked 
when trying to make official records 
with the tester in front of you and 
handling the pail, what shall we think 
of C. T. A. records? 


So let’s be breeders and stop our 
knocking on this great cow and on 


the good records she has already 
made, and which have proved her 
ability. Have not the offspring from 


good 7-day record dams proved to 
make good yearly records? Over 75 
per cent, which is close enough. The 
good yearly record cows do surely 
not come from the 75 per cent that do 
not make any 7-day records at all, 
and the 7-day record is good practice 
for the beginner and the man that is 
poor and still interested, and that’s 
what we want to do is interest more 
breeders. Selective registration will 
disinterest the small breeder. Let 
him educate himself with the help of 
good field men of the Association 
which he may call upon.. For in- 
stance, our state secretary who now 
gets fifty cents from each transfer. 
So, again, I say, let’s quit knocking 
and get to work and make those good 
7-day and 30-day and yearly records 
which have already proven this great 
cow’s ability. We do not need any

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Too Many Laws 


days regarding the number of laws which. our 

state and national legislatures inflict upon the coun- 
try annually. We cannot quote the figures offhand but 
the total runs up into a considerable number of thou- 
sand of new laws every year. There is a definite move- 
ment on foot now to bring about a curtailment in the 
amount of new legislation enacted on the ground that 
this multiplicity of laws is helping to breed a disrespect 
for all law and rendering it almost impossible for even 
the most conscientious to get along without breaking 
some law or other. 

The same thing applies, to some extent, in associa- 
tions like the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 
It was less than two years ago that the General Welfare 
Committee completed the work of offering a general 
revision and simplification of the by-laws. These changes 
were generally adopted at the Richmond convention in 
1924. It would seem that after such a wholesale revision, 
made as the result of the careful study of a special com- 
mittee, that the by-laws in general might be considered 
adequate without constant annual changes. Yet, each year 
finds someone with a new idea or different idea that he 
wants to have the Association pass a law about. Changing 
conditions, of course, make some changes in our regula- 
tions desirable but in a great many cases instead of 
correcting some condition aimed at, these amendments 
operate only to the disadvantage of the conscientious 
members who are trying to live strictly up to the letter 
of all the by-laws of our Association and fail to stop the 
breeder with a more elastic conscience. 

Under the present by-laws, proposed amendments to 
the by-laws must be in the hands of the Secretary not 
less than forty days before the convention, which, this 
year, would be by April 22. From the standpoint of mak- 
ing an interesting convention, it is desirable to have 
plenty of proposed amendments to vote on but before 
submitting new laws for possible adoption members 
should consider very carefully whether they will really 
correct the condition they have in mind or whether they 
will really serve some worthwhile purpose in the advance- 
ment of the breed, the Association or individual breeders 
generally. Personally, we are of the opinion that at the 
present our by-laws go into considerably too much detail 
in many respects and that in many cases if they were 
more general than specific in their application they would 
make it easier for the secretary and the board of directors 
to wipe out improper practices in breeding and registra- 
tion of our cattle. 


W E hear a great deal of comment on all sides these 
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Don’t Fail to Make Nominations 


HE Secretary’s office advises, under date of February 
19, that twenty states thus far have failed to file 
completed nominating petitions for delegates to the 
forthcoming annual convention. Breeders should re. 
member that unless nominations are made no delegates 
can be elected and the states thus failing to make nomina- 
tions will have no representation in the coming conyep- 
tion. Under the by-laws, nominating petitions have to 
be in the hands of the Secretary at least ninety days 
before the date of the convention, which, this year 
would be by March 3. There is still time, therefore, for 
breeders to complete the nominating petitions and get 
them back to the Secretary before the closing date. 
States which on February 19 had failed to file completed 
petitions are as follows: 


Alabama, Arkansas, Delaware, District of Columbia, . 


Florida, Georgia, Idaho, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Missouri, Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, Rhode Island, 
South Carolina, Texas, Utah, West Virginia, Wyoming, 
Dominion of Canada. 

Full detail as to the routine necessary in making 
nominations is contained on the nominating petitions 
mailed out to every member of the Association about Feb- 
ruary 1. It will be remembered that each state is a 
separate election district, each state being entitled to one 
delegate and one additional delegate for each two hun- 
dred members or major fraction thereof. In states en- 
titled to ten delegates or more, the signatures of five mem- 
bers are required on the nominating petitions; in states 
having less than ten delegates, three signatures of mem- 
bers are required. The National Association pays the 
railroad fare of delegates to the annual convention, which, 
this year, is to be held on June 1 at Springfield, Mass. 
It will be an especially interesting and profitable conven- 
tion from the standpoint of delegates attending, as it is 
planned to spend one day at the Secretary’s office, Brat- 
tleboro, Vermont, a beautiful forty-mile drive up the 
Connecticut River from Springfield, and many breeders 
will thus have their first opportunity to observe the work- 
ings of the main office of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America. 

Again we urge breeders not only in the states listed 
but in other states as well to see to it that a list of 
representative members of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America is placed in nomination, so that the mem- 
bers in each state will have an opportunity to be well 
represented at the forthcoming convention. Don’t depend 
on the other fellow to look after this because he may be 
counting on you to attend to it. We have always main- 
tained that the more nominations in each district the 
better from the standpoint of arousing interest in the af- 
fairs of the Association and in getting the strongest 
possible representation from each state. If you have 
mislaid the nominating form sent you by the Secretary, 
make up one of your own as there is no official form re- 
quired for this purpose. Merely be sure that you have 
the signatures of the required number of members, and 
that the breeders nominated are individual life members 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 


Sweet -Clover

The annual meeting of the Missouri Holstein-Friesian 
Association was held in Columbia January 20, 1927, with 
an address by Governor Lowden as the principal feature 
of the program. The breed was very well represented. 
All business was transacted in regular order with some 
very favorable reports showing the workings of our 
association during 1926. 

The board of directors decided to repeat all enter- 
prises engaged in last year and also to award the Cow 
Testing Associations in our state the following: A silver 
cup to the highest milk producing herd in the state and 
another one to the highest butterfat producing herd in 
the state. All herds competing in this contest must. be 
headed by a registered Holstein bull and the majority of 
the females must be Holsteins, either grades or pure 
breds. The tests will be completed during 1927 and re- 
wards will be given at our 1928 annual meeting. 


Mr. W. W. Gilliam of Barnett, Mo., one of our very 
enthusiastic breeders of Holsteins, gave a very interesting 
talk on furtherings of Holsteins in Missouri. A very in- 
teresting letter from Mr. C. M. Long, formerly of our 
state was read and was very much appreciated. Mr. 
F. W. A. Vesper presented Hon. Frank O. Lowden, Pres- 
ident of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 
Mr. Lowden’s talk was certainly interesting and all who 
heard him were very much benefitted by his remarks as 
he explained the conditions in the foreign countries that 
he visited in the past year with explanations of the work- 
ings of the dairy industry in Europe. He also spoke of 
the good work done in our own state by Prof. A. C. Rags- 
dale towards developing Cow Testing Associations, Bull 
clubs and similar movements, particularly the dairymen. 
In comparing the dairy cows in Denmark with those of 
the United States he stated that he did not see any cows 
that would equal the dairy cows here but that he saw 
very few poor cows in Denmark while they predominate 
in America and so our average production per cow in 
America is about 4,000 pounds of milk or almost 40 per 
cent less than in Denmark. Mr. Vesper, who is vice-pres- 
ident of our association and a director of the national 
association, then gave a very interesting talk and also 
explained the conditions in foreign countries, and in 
speaking of Missouri’s resources Mr. Vesper said that 
there is no reason why, with the facilities that we have, 
that Missouri should not gain equal rank with the other 
leading dairy states in the United States. 


A resolution to the General Assembly of Missouri 
Legislature was read by Mr. E. H. Walkenhorst and met 
with a unanimous approval of the meeting. The nomina-

before seeding because the sweet 
clover likes a firm seed bed. But don’t 
roll it after seeding. 

7. Sow from 15 to 20 lbs. of seed 
to the acre. I got a fair stand with 
16 lbs., but it probably would have 
been thicker and better with 20 lbs. 

Sweet Clover Not Good For Hay 

I believe that the place for sweet 
clover is as a pasture crop. It is too 
coarse and hard to cure to try to use 
it as a hay crop. Where sweet clover 
will do well, alfalfa will probably 
grow well. Alfalfa is a perennial] and 
should be used as the hay crop. 

Neither is sweet clover adapted to 
silage. It is likely to make a foul 
smelling mass that will not keep very 
well. 

I hope many readers of the World 
will try out this crop as a supplemen- 
tary pasture crop and I am sure they 
will be pleased. 


The Largest Holstein Herd 
in the World

lbs. milk, an average of 10,571.4 Ibs. 
per cow. The production of these 
herds is being improved gradually by 
carefully selecting herd sires and by 
discarding the low producing cows 
and heifers. During the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1925, the average pro- 
duction for 847 cows and heifers was 
10,081.8 Ibs. per cow, showing an in- 
crease during the past year of nearly 
500 Ibs. in the average production of 
each animal in the milking herd. The 
average production of the dairy cows 
of Michigan, according to the Federal 
census, is 3,918 lbs. milk per cow 
annually. From this it will be seen 
that the average annual milk produc- 
tion of these cows is three times the 
average of the cows over the state, or 
in other words, it would require a 
herd of 2,200 average Michigan cows 
to furnish the milk produced by these 
herds which included less than 900 
cows and heifers each year. Six of 
the thirteen herds during the past 
year averaged better than 10,410 Ibs. 
per cow and only one of the entire 
number dropped below 9,400 lbs. The 
Traverse herd led with an average of 
13,001.8 Ibs., Reformatory second with 
12,887.9, Marquette Prison third with 
12,321,4 lbs., Ionia State Hospital was 
fourth with 12,022.4 lbs. per cow, New- 
berry fifth, with 10,649.2 and Michigan 
Home and Training School sixth, with 
10,417.0. Comparing these six herds 
with those that fell below the ten 
thousand pound average, we find that 
the best six produced nearly 25% 
more on the average than the others. 
This shows that there is still plenty 
of opportunity for improvement. We 
have set the standard of production at 
not less than 10,000 for each cow four 
years old or older and cows falling 
below this mark are being disposed 
of as rapidly as possible. 

Nearly all of these herds are mem- 
bers of the local Cow Testing Associa- 
tions. We feel that the state should 
practice what it preaches and since a 
great deal of effort is being expended 
through the dairy department at the 
college in the organization of cow 
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testing associations throughout the 
state the institution herds are becom- 
ing members of these associations as 
soon as they are organized. This gives 
us a line on the production not only 
from the standpoint of milk but of 
butterfat as well and is very valuable 
in culling the herds to increase pro- 
duction. 

The herd at Marquette in 1923 was 
made up of a nondescript lot of cattle 
and during that year, 32 cows pro- 
duced 144,000 lbs. milk, an average of 
4,500 lbs. per cow. This herd was en- 
tirely disposed of and replaced with a 
herd of pure bred Holsteins  pur- 
chased in Kent county and partly in 
the Upper Peninsula. This new herd 
was high herd both for milk and 
butterfat production in the Marquette 
County Cow Testing Association dur- 
ing the year just closed with an aver- 
age production of 13,062 lbs. milk and 
431.8 lbs. fat from 30 cows. an _ in- 
crease of nearly 200% over the _ pro- 
duction of the herd in 1923. 

The herd at the Michigan Reforma- 
tory is a member of the Ionia County 
Cow Testing Association and figures 
for the year just finished show that 
52 cows produced 776,237 lbs. of milk 
and 24,907.9 of fat, an average of 15,- 
023 of milk and 501.4 of fat, a most 
remarkable average for both milk and 
butterfat production for a herd of this 
size. 

Many 
bred and 


famous animals have been 
developed in these institu- 
tion herds and a number of world’s 
records have been made. Pontiac 
Irene who held the world’s record for 
butter in a year as a 2-year-old for 
several years was bred and developed 
at the Pontiac State Hospital. Pon- 
tiac Clothilde De Kol 2nd, the first 37- 
lb. cow and the first 1,000-lb. fat cow, 
and King of the Pontiacs, the premier 
sire of the breed, were both bred in 
this famous herd. Traverse Colantha 
Walker, whose record of 914 Ibs. but- 
ter in 305 days as a senior 2-year-old, 
completed in December 1919, still 
stands as the world’s record for the 
age. This great cow has recently ex- 
ceeded the production of Tilly Al- 
cartra and now holds the world’s rec- 
ord for butter production in eight 
lactation periods. At the present 
time the Michigan state herds in- 
clude over 300 cows and _ heifers 
with advanced registry records. 
Thirty-six of these cows have records 
above 30 lbs., including 6 from 33 to 
39 lbs., 15 32-lb. cows, 11 31-lb. cows 
and 4 others above 30. There are 88 
with records from 25 to 30 lbs. and 
more than 100 others from 20 to 25 
Ibs. butter in 7 days. Recently more 
testing for 305 and 365 days has been 
done and we now have 78 cows and 
heifers with 10 months and yeariy 
records including 10 from 1,000 to 1, 
267 lbs. butter and 16 others above 
900 lbs. butter in 305 or 365 days. 
Every effort is being made to im- 
prove the quality of these herds as 
well as to increase the production 
through the use of the best sires ob- 
tainable and sires from dams _ with 
yearly records are being used 
wherever possible. We now have 18 
sires in service in Michigan state 
herds from dams with records from 
30 to 39 Ibs. and 18 from yearly record 
dams, 8 of these are from. 1,000-Ib. 
dams, ranging from 1,033 to 1,523 and 
8 others from 863 to 956 Ibs. butter 
in a year. In years past, production 
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has been the only consideration and 
in the future it must continue to be 
the most important question. Every 
effort is being made, however, to im- 
prove the type and quality of the 
herds by selecting sires whose dams 
are first class individuals with plenty 
of size and capacity and with good 
well balanced udders. Following this 
policy we hope eventually to place the 
Michigan state herds in a class by 
themselves not only in size but in pro. 
duction and individual excellence ag 
well. 





THF FIRST 1,000-LB. FAT RECORD 
IN CLASS B. 

A card from Supt. Gardner’s office 
announces the making of the first 
record above 1,000 lbs. fat in Classifi- 
cation B. by Mechthilde Pontiac 
Segis Lady 687395, whose figures are 
given as 32,092.2 lbs. milk, containing 
1,005.2 lbs. fat or 1,256.5 lbs. butter, 
This is the largest milk record ever 


made on three-times-a-day milking, 
so far as we can learn, but the fat 
record, while the largest officially 


entered in Classification B. is not the 
largest made on_ three-times-a-day 
milking according to owners’ reports. 
This honor is held by the New Zea- 
land Friesian, Alcartra Clothilde 
Pietje, with 1,145 lbs. fat or 1,443.75 
Ibs. butter from 31,312.5 Ibs. milk, 
and in the Western Hemisphere by 
Countess Abbekerk Hiemke, a Canad- 
ian Holstein was 1,101 lbs. fat or 
1,376.25 lbs. butter from 30,443 Ibs. 
milk, both records said to have been 
made on three-time milking.

reading of the minutes, Prof Joe 
Knott, Superintendent of Official 
Testing, for Washington gave an 


outline on the testing work in the 
State, but held up the discussion of 
the herd test plan until the morning 


of the 9th, this being a two day 
session. 
Short talks were delivered by ex- 


Governor Hart, Senator E. L. French, 
after which an adjournment for lunch 


was taken. The afternoon session 
was opened by the introduction of 


Edward C. Johnson, Dean of Agricul- 
ture of the Washington State College, 
who delivered a lengthy address on 
the subject of:the position of dairying 
in relation to Agriculture, presenting 


some wonderfully compiled data 
showing how the returns for dairy 
products compare with all other 


products of the farms. This address 
was described by many of the 
audience to be the best statement 
covering this subject they ever had 


heard. Dean Johnson was followed 
by W. B. Barney of the National 
Association who covered many 
subjects that are before the member- 
ship of the State Associa- 
tions. Mr. Barney took great 


care in presenting those matters and 
answered many questions from the 
floor. The next speaker Roy Jones, 
Extention Dairy Specialist of the 
State College, brought many matters 
out in his talk that were well received 
by the members. Mr. Hegnauer, 
Specialist on Crops and Soils, also 
presented many subjects of value to 
those present. Mr. W. Linklater, 
Manager of the Western Washington 
Fair Association, stated that there is 
no reason why the Western Washing- 
ton Fair could not be made a duplicate 
of the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, 
of Iowa. An adjournment was then 
taken to get ready for a banquet 
which was to be held in the Commer- 
cial Club at 8 P. M. 

This was the affair of the meeting, 
managed by our Auctioneer Extra- 
ordinary, Col George A. Gue. who was 
toastmaster. There were about 200 
present at the banquet the dairymen 
joining with the members of the Com- 
mercial Club. A very wonderful 
feast satisfied the epicurean. The 
speaker of the evening was Mr. O. 
M. Plummer, our General Manager of 
the Pacific International Live Stock 
Exposition of Portland, Oregon. O. 
M. does not mind anybody forgetting 
his name but it is an unforgivable 
sin not to mention his Live Stock 
Show. Mr. Plummer held the 
breeders and guests for a good hour 
with the subject of closer co-operation 
with all other lines of the live stock 
industry, which was not forgotten by 
the resolution committee the next 
session. 

A splendid program of entertain- 
ment was arranged by our friend the 
Colonel several musical pieces and a 





song by Mr. Sam Hayes, of Auburn, 
followed by the three Bishopburgers’ 
Brothers Swiss singers and reputed 
to be the oldest yodlers in the State, 
also the three Luscher boys up from 
Portland, Oregan, who are considered 
the youngest yodlers on the coast, at 
least this is friend George’s opinion. 
Those boys gave a splendid program 
including a Holstein song of some 
length, in which they were going to 
give Alfred Ghormley, Harold Stimson 
and Tom Owens, some lessons in 
milking. Swiss dances concluded the 
very enjoyable evening. 

On the 9th the second day of the 
session, the meeting got down to 
business, Prof Knott, led off with the 
proposed plan of the herd test. Each 
section was discussed at some length, 
which finally reach a unanimous con- 
clusion that we have sufficient class- 
ifications in testing and instructed 
the Resolution Committee to draw up 
a suitable resolution for presentation 
with their report. 

Mr. Alfred Ghormley, led the discus- 
sion on the subject of Selective 
Registration this subject held the 
breeders in discussion for a consider- 
able time, and finally was passed on 
to the resolution committee with the 
recommendations of the delegates 
present. Another matter which is 
covered by resolution was gone over 
very carrefully that of another direc- 
tor in the National Association for 
the Western District, Mr. R. E. Ever- 
ley gave a very satisfactory outline 
of his work in the field and it was 
the matter of considerable comment, 
with everybody present, every 
breeder in this section of the country 
had words of praise for the manner 
in which Mr. Everley carries out his 
work. 

Reports of Nomination Committee, 
followed by Election of officers for 
the ensuing year resulted as follows: 
President, Thomas J. Owens, Kirk- 
land. Vice-President H. C. Davis, 
Granger, Secretary-Treasurer, Guy 
McL Richards, Seattle, Directors: 
Alfred Ghormley, Carnation, Harvey 
Shoultes, Adna, (Past President) Alex 
Todd, Yakima, Iver Younguist, Mount 
Vernon. Delegates to National Con- 
vention, Harvey Shoultes, Alfred 
Ghormley, and George A Gue, alter- 
nate Tom Owens. 

The report of the Resolution Com- 
mittee, consisting of H. C. Davis of 
Yakima County, Alfred Ghormley and 
Thomas J. Owens of King County, was 
adopted. These resolutions covered 
a variety of subjects. One resolution 
requested action by the Bureau of 
Dairying in amending the market 
milk score card in accordance with 
the recommendations of the American 
Dairy Science Association; another 
requested Governor Lowden to use 
his influence to bring about a meeting 
of representatives of the beef and 
dairy industries to discuss ways and 
means of harmonizing their activities 
for mutual benefits. Another resolu- 
tion expressed the appreciation of 
western breeders of the visit of Mr. 
W. B. Barney, representing the 
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National Association, and urged this 
his visit be made an annual event. 
Following is the text of two resolu- 
tions of particular interest, relating to 
the herd test and to the desire of the 
western states for more representa- 
tion on the Board of Directors of the 
National Association: 

Whereas: a plan of herd testing 
has been brought up for discussion at 
the Annual Meeting of the Washing. 
ton Hostein-Friesian Association, now 
be it 

Resolved: that we, the Members of 
that Association’ do not approve of 
such a plan as we consider the present 
classes entirely. adequate with the one 
additional provision that two cows 
can be milked at one time in class 
C, providing the cows are so placed 
that the supervisor can observe both 
milkers and we do hereby instruct 
our delegates to the National Meeting, 
to oppose such a plan. 


Resolution 

Whereas: the States west of the 
Rocky Mountains comprise a large, 
fast growing Holstein Territory and 
Whereas. in the past all of these 
States have only been allowed one 
director on the board of the National 
Association, while several other 
sections have as high as three, be it 
now, 

Resolved: that we, the Members of 
the Washington Holstein-Friesian 
Association, do now request of the 
National MHolstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, a reapportionment of these 
directors so that the Northwest States 
made up of Washington, Oregon, 
Idaho, Montana and Utah, may have 
one place on the board of directors; 
and the Southern group of states 
made up of California, Nevada, 
Arizona and New Mexico, may have a 
second member on the board. 

We further request that the Secre- 
tary mail a copy of this Resolution to 
the President and Secretary of. each 
of these state Associations; Also to 


each Member of the Board of the 
National Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion and to each of the Officers of 
that Association. 

Another’ resolution was adopted 
relative to selective registration and 
we hope to have a copy of this 


resolution for early publication. 





HARTSOOK TO DISPERSE HERD 


The remainder of the Fred Hart- 


sook herd will be dispersed on his 
ranch at Lankershim, California, 
March 17, according to an anounce- 


ment made by the California Breed- 
ers Service Company, Sacramento, un- 
der whose management the dispersal 
will be held. The main herd of the 
Hartsook Ranch was lost in the foot 
and mouth epidemic several years 
ago and was recognized at that time 
as one of the outstanding herds of 
the breed. On another ranch, Mr.

HE Wisconsin State Holstein- 

l Friesian Association devoted 

two rather full days to its an- 
nual meeting this year held February 
15th and 16th at Oconomowoc. The 
meeting was one of the largest in 
point of attendance and interest that 
this state has held in years.

In that state considerable 
effort has been put on the generaj 
publicity not only through paid adver. 
tising but stories written and pyp. 
lished within and without the state. 
The state has also played a big part 
in the show ring not only in Wiscon. 
sin but in the big expositions through. 
out the country. This feature of Wis. 
consin’s activities has added much to 
its present enjoyable position in Ho}- 
stein affairs and President Southcott 
recalled that in 1926 both granq 
championships at the National Dairy 
Show and the state herd honors as 
well came back to Wisconsin. Presgj- 
dent Southcott’s report also covered 
activities of the past with respect to 
state sales and entries in national 
sales as well as a report on foreign 
trade. The state association has also 
been active in establishing a clearing 
house for complaints among breeders 
of the state, in recognizing pioneer 
breeders of the state for work they 
have done for the breed and in its 
participation in national association 
affairs. It has also cooperated in the 
establishment and building up of the 
p:ogram for the eradication of tuber- 
culosis in the state and has worked 
through the county associations in a 
part of these activities. 

President Southcott’s report also 
covered the present program of work 
which includes very active support of 
herd improvement tests upon which 
subject his report had this to say: 


“This new testing plan which 
is in operation in the state for 
the first year is really an authen- 
tication of cow testing. Con- 
ceived by Wisconsin dairy- 
minded men and tried out expe- 
rimentally by Roy T. Harris of 
the College of Agriculture, the 
H. I. R. test is destined to take 
its place of importance in Wis- 
consin dairying. At the present 
time there are approximately 
1,000 Holsteins on test in herd 
improvement work in about 50 
Wisconsin herds. We are active- 
ly interested in the drive that is 
behind this test as we think it 
affords an excellent means to 
market pure breds. To date four 
herds have finished their first 
year. Each has qualified with a 
minimum production of 300 Ibs. 
for the entire herd average and 
accordingly has received the cer- 
tificate offered jointly by the Col- 
lege of Agriculture and the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Wis- 
consin.” 


By exhibiting county herds at the 
state fair President Southcott re- 
called that the state fair had grown 
as far as the Holstein show is con- 
cerned from less than 300 in 1920 to 
610 in the open classes in 1926. 
Thirty-one counties comprising 189 
exhibitors showed last fall and the 
state organization has had a great 
part in bringing about this work. In 
addition to these activities the state 
association has pointed the way to 
the marketing of Holstein milk and 
cream under the White Nectar plan. 
Markets such as Oconomowoc, Fond 
du Lac, Ripon, Madison and Prairie 
du Chien have been developed, also 
the cities of Milwaukee, Waukesha 
and West Allie where the marketing 
is under the direction of the Wau- 
kesha Products Company.

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hand February ist of $474.63. Re- 
ceipts from county’ associations 
amounted to $679.00. Commissions 


on foreign sales amounted to $129.00 
and state herd winnings amounted to 
$287.50. The Association is apparent- 
ly in sound financial position, having 
obtained from the National Associa- 
tion authorization to receive the full 
amount of the transfer fee rebates 
earned by the state. Under a pre- 
vious arrangement the maximum was 
$7,000 but under the present arrange- 
ment the transfer fees in 1926 
amounted to over $8,000.00 and may 
be expected to increase. 


Acting upon President Southcott’s 
suggestion relative to establishing 
policy for public sales the meeting 
discussed at some length various 
phases of this problem. There is 
some opposition in Wisconsin to the 
holding of national sales in that state 
since it involves the bringing in of 
cattle from other states. The meet- 
ing, however, under considerable dis- 
cussion took a broad-minded view of 
the situation, and did nothing that 
would in any way reflect upon any 
national sales that are now contem- 
plated for the state, leaving the mat- 
ter for a committee of five to study 
and report upon. This committee will 
be appointed by President F. J. South- 
cott and will study thoroughly the en- 
tire problem of national sales and 
county sales and report a recommen- 
dation to the next meeting of the 
Wisconsin Association. Some of the 
breeders present felt that the bring- 
ing of outside cattle into the state 
would take sales out of the Wiscon- 
sin market while a number of others 
held opposite views, that the na- 
tional sales created a desire not only 
for the cattle in the sale but for Wis- 
consin Holsteins at private and other 
sales as well. The discussion and 
controversy doubtless rose out of the 
keen competition of last fall with 
respect to national sales and _ will 
doubtless result in the establishment 
of a forward-looking policy by the 
Wisconsin Association respecting its 
attitude toward all. types of public 
sales. The state sales discontinued 
two or three years back may be re- 
sumed within a year and already 
plans are under way for a series of 
county sales in the state. Just how 
either of these projects will affect 
the proposition of holding national 
sales in Wisconsin is not definitely 
settled by the discussion at the state 
meeting. The committee that studies 
this problem will doubtless bring in 
some recommendations covering this 
point also. 

The meeting went on record as 
very much in favor of building the 
Wisconsin State fair as respects Hol- 
steins to even larger proportions than 
it has already assumed. The Hol- 
stein show at the fair last year was 
the largest Holstein show ever held 
in the country but Holstein breeders 
of Wisconsin hope to see 1,000 ani- 
mals at the next fair. They are go- 
ing after more money and more ade- 
quate provision for the cattle and the 
slogan of 1,000 animals in the 1927 
Holstein show at the Wisconsin State 
fair seems to be quite within the 
realm of possibility. 

The Association voted to continue 
without abatement all aid to the 
present T. B. eradication plan and 
endorsed the herd improvement idea, 
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leaving the position of the Wisconsin 
delegates to the national meeting to- 
ward a herd improvement plan that 


might be considered at Springfield, 
Mass., in June, in the hands of the 
delegates to the coming national 
meeting. 


The association went on record as 
favoring a higher tariff on cheese im- 
portations and endorsed the idea of 
Selective Registration. In connection 
with the fair project a committee of 
three to study the news of the Wis- 
consin State Fair and cooperate with 
state officials in improving the fair 
was authorized. 

Wisconsin plans to invite the 1928 
meeting of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America to come to Mil- 
waukee and in cooperation with the 
Chamber of Commerce of that city 
will present an invitation at Spring- 
field to the national meeting. 

Directors elected for three years 
included John D. Jones, Jr., Elsworth 
McKinney, Charles Vanderschaf and 
S. H. Bird, the latter two were re- 
elections. At a later meeting of the 
board F. J. Southcott was elected 
president, Mr. Vanderschaf vice-pres- 
ident, John Wuethrich treasurer and 
L. L. Oldham secretary. 

i * * * 

The evening of the first day was 
devoted to a banquet which over 300 
interested breeders attended. Music 
was furnished by a local orchestra 
and Fred Southcott acted as master 
of ceremonies. The address of wel- 
come was given by Dr. Peters of 
Oconomowoc and the response by J. 
P. Riordan of Mayville. The Carna- 
tion quartet sang several selections 
and the committee staged a Holstein 
guessing contest, featuring 20 Wis- 
consin bred or owned Holsteins, 
which was won by J. P. Eves. Mr. 
Eves was presetned with a _hand- 
some silver water pitcher through 
the courtesy of Hollyhock Farms, 
Carnation Farms and Pabst Holstein 
Farms. Mr. Merton Moore, advertis- 
ing manager of Carnation Milk 
Farms, furnished a number of very 
entertaining features. Mr. Moore did 
a sleight-of-hand performance with 
Les Oldham’s watch which consisted 
of concealing the Oldham time-piece 
in an ordinary salt bag, hammering 
it viciously with a heavy hammer, 
shooting the bag out of George Chat- 
field’s hand with a dangerous looking 
toy pistol and then turning the con- 
tents of the bag out on a piece of 
paper. The watch was a mess of 
junk. Merton announced that the 
experiment had failed. He also per- 
formed upon a saxaphone with the 
assistance of a pianist and a real 
saxaphone player hidden behind a 
screen and the effect when Merton re- 
moved the musical instrument from 
his mouth and the saxaphone kept right 
on playing was rather startling. His ex- 
position of advertising copy writing as 
practiced by Business Manager Frank 
Price of the World was very amus- 
ing. Mr. More also gave a true type 
demonstration using a blank piece of 


paper and ordinary water and a 
paint brush to bring out the most 
attrocious looking Holstein ever 


painted which he proceeds to prove 
was very much superior to the true 
type Holstein as evolved by the true 
type committee. Dean H. L. Russell 
of the Agricultural College gave a 
very interesting talk upon his trip 














to the Orient, featuring dairying in 
Japan and China and the future pros- 
pects for the industry in those coun- 
tries. Following the program which 
was interspersed with community 
singing, dancing was enjoyed.

On the second morning of the meet- 
ing a tour of Pabst Farms, the H. E. 
Hickenson Farms, Hollyhock Farms 
and the Carnation Farms was en- 
joyed by over 300 breeders and this 
was followed by a lunch at the Carn- 
ation Club. At Pabst Farms the 
breeders were treated to an exhibition 
of jumping by some of Mr. Pabst’s 
hunters and jumpers which was very 
much enjoyed.

The concluding session of the meet- 
ing was devoted on Wednesday after- 
noon to some addresses. Dr. Her- 
bert Lothe of Waukesha gave a talk 
on contagious abortion, featuring an 
explanation of the disease, methods 
of control and advice to breeders upon 
the sudject. Carl Johnson, secretary 
of the agricultural committee of the 
Wisconsin Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, spoke upon the cooperation of 
manufacturers and agriculture look- 
ing toward a_ greater Wisconsin. 
President Southcott commented hap- 
pily upon the prospect of cooperation 
between manufacturers and agricul- 
tural societies in promoting the fun- 
damental industry of Wisconsin. 

Cc. L. Burlingham of the Breeders 
Gazette talked upon the herd im- 
provement plan in similar vein to 
other addresses to other dairy organ- 
izations throughout the Middle West. 

The meeting was liberally attended 
and the interest held throughout the 
entire two days. The committee of 
Waukesha breeders that had the en- 
tertainmcnt and preparation of the 
program in hand are to be congratu- 
lated upon the success of their ef- 
forts. It was one of the most en- 
joyable state meetings that it has 
been our pleasure to report.

Morrisville Prospect Anna 965659, 
has just completed a short-time test 
at 2 years, 1 day of age during which 
she produced 356.8 'bs. milk and 15.6 
lbs. butter. This short-time record 
was made fifty-eight days after ealy. 
ing. We think this is a remarkable 
record for milk and butterfat. She 
is a granddaughter of Carnation Se- 
gis Prospect and is producing very 
heavily on yearly test. 

The third record test completed 
was made by Woodmont Echo Paul- 
ine Ondine 887824. She gave in 7 
days 483 lbs. milk and 21.9 Ibs. but- 
ter. She made this record at 2 years, 
11 months of age and she was not 
tested until 55 days after calving. 
Her average test was 3.6% which 
is a good Holstein average test, 
This heifer is a very large typey 
granddaughter of Champion Echo Syl- 
via Pontiac.

age of 4 years, 1 month, 25 days. 
Nine of them.were two-year-olds. 

Registered bulls were shipped to 
eight states and Europe. 

Fifty-one cows calved and 
birth to 53 calves. 

This shows that the Serradella 
herd is not a leader in size, but fairly 
close to the top of the leading herds 
as a herd of producing and reproduc- 
ing ability and free of tuberculosis 
and abortion.

BLOSSOM HILL NEWS 


A letter from Blossom Hill Farms, 
Lebanon, N. J., advises that this good 
Holstein herd was fully accredited 
for five years, but that about a year 
and a half ago two reactors were 
taken from the herd. Although no 
lesions were found on post mortem, 
the accredited status was temporarily 
lost. The * herd has since passed 
another test 100 per cent clean on the 
entire 125 head, and is expected to be 
back on the accredited list following 
the test next summer. 

A report in the first fifteen Class C 
records at Blossom Hill Farms is of 
considerable interest. The fifteen 
head, including five junior two-year- 
olds and averaging 4 years, 3 months, 
23 days, made an average of 11,797.7 
Ibs. milk with 387.2 lbs. fat. The 
average length of these records was 
only 314 days, most of them being 305- 
day records and every one freshening 
again within sixteen months from the 
beginning of the record. None of 
them were milked more than twice 
daily at any time, according to this 
letter, and all were milked by 
machine and were given just good 
dairy care. Some forty-five more simi- 
lar records will soon be reported by 
Blossom Hill Farms, which will raise 
this average materially. It has been 
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the ambition of this establishment to 
have no cows over four years old in 
the milking herd that will 
duce at least 10,000 lbs. on two milk- 
ings and under ordinary dairy condi- 
tions. This ambition has now been 
realized, with 2,000 lbs. to spare in al- 
most every instance, while the aver- 
age for the two-year-olds alone is 
practically 10,000 Ibs. 

This herd is now offering for sale 
sons of King Echo Pietje from dams 
with records up to 35 lbs. butter and 
861 Ibs. milk in seven days, and up to 
1,072 lbs. butter and 23,000 Ibs. milk 
in a year.

DAIRY HERD COMPLETES 
SOME GOOD RECORDS 


Seven two-year-old Holstein heifers 
have just completed Advanced Regis- 
try records in the West Virginia Uni- 
versity dairy herd. These first calf 
records averaged approximately 11,- 
500 pounds of milk and 528 pounds of 
butter (not yet officially verified). 
The average butterfat percentage was 
3.7. Five of these heifers are daugh- 
ters of Meadowholm Ona _ Pontiac 
Hartog, a son of the famous Ohio 
cow, Ona Clothilde De Kol. This bull 
was used in the University herd for 
several years before his death. Fif- 
teen of his daughters are now in this 
herd; the oldest of which, W. V. U. 
Butterboy Ona, has recently broken 
the state record in the 7-day division, 
with 29.95 pounds of butter and 518.3 
pounds of milk, at 5 years of age. 
She is on yearly test and it now looks 
as if she would produce about 20,000 
pounds of milk and 800 pounds of but- 
ter for the year. 

The highest record of the seven 
heifers, which have just completed 
their test, was made by Buttercup 
Lady Colantha Heroine. She _ pro- 
duced 12,880 pounds of milk and 615 
pounds of butter during the 365 days 
of her test. 

The next highest record was made 
by Superb Vale Johanna, a daughter 
of the famous Virginia bull, Home- 
stead Superb Vale. This heifer pro- 
duced 12,981 pounds .of milk and 608 
pounds of butter and caried a calf for 
260 days of this period.
